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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-8 and 10-32 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 36 recites the limitation "the data rate" in page 11, line 7. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 36 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hiroyuki (JP 
7030573 A2). 

Regarding claim 36, Hiroyuki teaches method a the first communications device 
receiving a request for data from the second communications device, the request 
including addresses of a plurality of communications of communications device (see 
constitution, lines 1-4). The first communications device dividing the data into a 
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plurality of portions (see constitution, lines 5-10); the first communications device 
sending respective portions of the data to each of the addresses identified in the request 
for onward transmission to the second communications device (see constitution, lines 5- 
12). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-8, 10-35 and 37 are allowed. 

Regarding claims 1,19, 20, 26, 31 and 37, the prior art of record fails to 
specifically disclose a method of transferring bandwidth to and from a communications 
device having first and second transceivers, the first transceiver being a long-range low 
data rate transceiver and the second transceiver being a short-range, high data rate 
transceiver, the method comprising utilizing the first and second transceivers of similar 
communications devices situated within a short range network served by the second 
transceiver of the communicators devices, the data to be transferred to or from said 
communications device being transferred in portions between the communications 
devices using the second transceivers, and to and from a further communications device 
using the first transceivers of the communications devices. 

Regarding claim 10, the prior art of record fails to specifically disclose first 
communication device and a plurality of second communications devices, each of the 
second communications devices having a first transceiver for communications with the 
first communications device at a first data rate over a, long range and a second transceiver 
for a communicating with other second communications devices at the second, higher 
data rate over a short range, wherein means are provided for coordinating the second 
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communications devices for transferring data to be communicated between the first 
communications device and a given second communications device so that a respective 
portion of said data is transferred between each of said second communications devices 
and the fist communications device using the first transceivers of said second 
communications devices and transferring said data portions between said second 
communications devices and transferring said data portions between said second 
communications devices using their second transceivers.
